the good that has come through the carryall out of 
Governor Donahey’s suggestion 
that 
a 
white 
cross 
be 
erected along Ohio highways at every spot where a life has 
been lost as a result of an automobile accident. 


In whatever direction from the City of Middletown 
motorists may drive they see these crosses dotted along 
the roadside, at railroad crossings, at sharp curves in the 
road, at an embankment, or sometimes along an innocent- 
appearing stretch of straight road. 


And 
always 
that 
token 
of 
tragedy 
registers 
to 
some degree in the mind of the driver and the other occu­ 
pants of the car—what has happened once 
may 
happen 
again and in many instances day after day the silent mes- 
§age of the white cross may exert a restraining influence 
on the driver who sometimes loses sight of the fact that 
excessive speed means unnecessary risk. 


Carelessness in some form is so large a factor in making 
for automobile accidents that it seems necessary for many 
drivers to have an almost constant reminder of the dangers 
which attend automobiling and, coupled with the other 
warning signs at grade crossings, at curves and at steep 
grades, it is doubtful if any better idea could have been 
worked out, for the present season at least, than that of the 
white crosses at the roadside.
